Interesting sidelights on the po-

Britain may be drawn from a glance 
at the advertising pages of such 
great newspapers. as The London 
Times.

The era of easy wealth 
has passed. Englishmen have come 
face to face with a situation, so 


$| long a characteristic of American 


life, that wealth and riches require 
years of painstaking and arduous 
labor. 

There were until a few years ago 
a class of people in England, prap- 
erly styled the leisure class, whose 
ancestors, of a more adventurous 
turn. of mind, had in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, during 
the period of the greatest British 
colonial expansion, sunk some of 
their hard-earned pennies in such 
undertakings as the English East 
India company. 

As that company was equipped 
with fleets and armies of merce- 
naries to defend its holdings in far- 
off countries and could exploit na- 
tive resources to {ts heart’s con- 
tent, the benefits derived from par- 
ticipation in such undertakings 
were tremendous until a few years 
ago. There were Englishmen draw- 
ing a thousand per cent interest on 
the investments made by their an- 
cestors hundreds of years ago. All 
the work they ever needed to per- 
form was the clipping of coupons, 
and that even was often left to the 
gentleman’s brokers in the city or 
his steward. 

The war brought an end to the 
existence of that moneyed-class. Its 
members, often belonging to the 
small nobility, were slaughtered in- 
discriminately in the first days of 
that terrible conflict. 

But the greatest calamity that has 
overtaken the country gentry, the 
most cultured and refined people 
of the British Isles, are the over- 
whelming tax burdens now borne by 
the people of England. Though 
Premier Baldwin and Bonar Law be- 
fore him put forth heroic efforts 
to shift the burden of taxation to 
Other shoulders, the opposition in 


parliament made their efforts in 


| vain.

county officials is a companion bill 
to these and is a part of the same 
excellent program for stabilization 
of the government and politics of 
the state and for economical admin- 
istration of the state’s affairs.

These three, with the measure to

FROM COLIC TO MEDICINE 
HABIT. 


In our last confabulation on infan- 
tile colic—which you may remember 
I first denied and then treated with 


due regard for the baby—we gave the 
baby everything we had for colic ex- 
cept castor oil. We saved the castor 
oil for today’s screed. That's gen- 
erally the best thing to do with castor 
oil. Save the oil and spare the baby. 
The one condition which justifies the 
administration of castor oil to a young 
infant is diarrhea, and that condi- 
tion is usually wanting in the com- 
mon description of colic. 

The ulterior motive for my rash 
denial of the occurrence of such an 
ailment as colic in babies was the 
ho that I might discourage the 
habit of feeding the baby medicine 
for every little twist or squirm or 
whoop. I wish I could make every 
mother and prospective mother real- 
ize what a grave matter the first 
dose of medicine is for a baby. I 
wish I could arouse in every mother’s 
heart a feeling of jealous resentment 
against the gratuitous suggestion of 
medicine of any kind for the baby by 
neighbors, casual visitors, relation in 
laws, fish-wives or unprofessional 
nurses. Anyhow, that’s the way I'd 
feel about it if it were my baby. 
There is only one person who is com- 
petent to advise the first dose of 
medicine for a baby, and that is the 
doctor, and he can’t be any too care- 
ful about it. 

If it isn’t colic it is generally con- 
stipation that leads to the establish- 
ment of the medicine habit. By the 
medicine habit I mean merely the 
habit of resorting to medicine for 
every little thing, real or imaginary, 
that may be wrong, and not neces- 
sarily “dope’—narcotic drugs. Any 
medicine, no matter what its charac- 
ter. Castor oil, for example—the 
usual introduction to the physic 
habit, a habit which has done enor- 
mous harm to the people who harbor 
the notion that there is something 
beneficial to health in the unnatural 
process of cathgrsis. 

When your baby is delivered to 
you the chances are that he (or she 
if you're outa luck) is fairly sound 
and will work all right and give govud 
satisfaction, provided you take good 
care of him and permit no one to 
practice running him for you. You 
make a big mistake if you start in 
feeding the baby medicine the very 
first time you experience any diffi- 
culty in keeping him going right. 
Take the wonderfully coordinated or 
interdependent alimentary functions, 
for example, the whole digestive pro- 
cess, if some little kink or catch 
happens somewhere and there is a 
delay of a few hours or maybe a day 
or two in evacuation of the residue, 
take my advice and just whistle and 
wait. The baby will weather it, all 
right, if you don’t get excited about 
it. And when the baby’s own regu- 
lating process resumes where it 
knocked off temporarily, there will be 
no setbacks, no by-effects, no un- 
toward action of the nimble physic to 
cope with. That's a feature of great 
‘importance and well worth waiting 
for. 

Now and then, of course, there is 
really some inherent defect in the 
machine and something must be done 
for it, but after all babies are infinite- 
ly more efficient and businesslike in 
their functions than most people sup- 
pose and so I urge upon all parents, 
aunts, grandmothers, nurses and doc- 
tors this health maxim: Wait 48 
hours before you throw a monkey 
wrench into the machinery.

W. Minter was the only one sentenced 
to hang, one son and one son-in-law 
having received life sentences. The 
case has been in the supreme court 
since that time. 

Publie sentiment has undergone a 
decided change since the time of the 
trial. and it is understood that a pe- 
tition for the commutation of the 
sentence, which is being circulated, 
will receive the signatures of a ma- 
jority of the. people of this county 
and practically all jurors who sat on 
the case. 

Millard Trouton, the man who was 
killed, married Minter’s daughter, and 
in the latter part of July, 1922, at 
Adger, Ala., beat his wife with a bed 
| slat, fracturing her skull and break- 
ing her wrist and injuring her so 
severely that she was confined to her 
_bed for weeks, according to testimony 
made at the trial. After this beat- 
Ing occurred Trouton left the state 
and remained a year, after which 
time he returned to Newnan, and al- 
though warned by Minter to leave his 
daughter, Trouton’s wife, alone. 
Trouton was making an effort to 
his wife back at the time he was 
killed. Neighbors say that the treat- 
ment of his daughter by Trouton con- 
stantly preyed on Minter’s mind and 
that he was not capable of exercis- 
ing sound reason.

Future of Cotton Now Rests 
With Weather, Declares Price 


BY THEO. H. PRICE, 
Editor Commerce and Finance. 
New York, July 7.—The action of 

the market upon the government re- 
port issued last Wednesday would 
seem to indicate that the whole world 
is waiting to buy cotton. 

The acreage estimate was much 
above expectations, so were the con- 
dition figures, and the indieated yield 
Was more than any one looked for, 
but prices declined hardly more than 
a cent a pound on Wednesday and 
the market was relatively steady on 
Thursday, when it closed for the 
week, 

There are two reasons for the com- 
parative stability shown. One is that 
the world is bare of cotton and that 
many manufactureys are willing to 
commence stocking up at or below 2 
cents. The other is. that it is gen- 
erally realized that a good beginuing 
may be followed by a bad ending in 
the — fields and that there is as 
yet no Assurance that a crop of i2,- 
000,000 bales will be picked next au- 
tumn, 

Bet this is about all that can be 
said on the subject. The future is on 
the knees of the weather man and no 
one knows what the temperature and 
rainfall during July and August will 
be. Meanwhile the effect has been to 
encourage procrastination and hand 
to mouth buying in the American dry 
goods trade and more mills have closed 
because they cannot sell their product. 

Advices from the western distribut- 
ing trade are, however, more optimis- 
tic and one is compelled to conclude 
that the unsold goods are nearly all

jobbers and retailers are almost un- 
unimous in reporting bare shelves. 
The feeling abroad is also _ better. 
Manchester is sending optimistic cables 
for the first time in years. The at- 
tendance at the British Empire ex- 
position in London is enormous. 
Many of the visitors are business men 
from the Orient and Africa who have 


lcome to buy as well as to see, and 


the talk cf putting sterling back to 
par and reestablishing the gold stan- 
dard throughout the empire has 
worked a wonderful revival of hope 
and enterprise. 

One result is that the foreigners 
are pleased rather than alarmed by 
the prospect of a sufficient American 
cotton crop and sre quite willing to 
buy freely as and if the market de- 
clines. In pursuing this policy they 
are showing their usual good sense 
and if some way can be found to re- 
lieve the paralysis from which the 
American cotton goods trade is suf- 
fering a crop of 12,000,000 or even 
13,000,000 bales would have no terror 
even for the suuthern cotton producer. 


For this paralysis many causes are 
asisgned, but one of: the most im- 
portant is cilk. The per capita con- 
sumption of cotton in the United 
States at present is no larger than it 
was in 1904. The consumption of 
natural silk has ircreused about 140 
per cent in the interval and that of 
artificial silk, which was almost un- 
known in 1104, has grown enormously. 

The women say that while the first 
cost of silk is greater it does not have 
to be laundered as often ag cotton 
goods an! that for this reason one 
silk garment will take the place of 
three or four that are made of cotton. 

For this reason there are some who 
despair of reestablishing the popular- 
ity of cotton goods for women’s wear. 
It is, however, doubtful whether their 
pessimism is justified, for fashion is 
omnipotent and if thet capricious 
tyrant shonld decree that cotton was 
to be worn again, it would speedily 
become as popular as are furs in sum- 
mer. 

Therefore the salvation of the 
American cotton manufacturer would 
appear to rest upon his willingness 
and ability to make cotton goods 
fashionable again. lU'ntii he does this 
it is to be feared that in some lines 
ot least the production will exceed 
the demand.

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What points of superiority have 
national bank notes over federal gov- 
ernment paper money?

National bank notes are issued by 
national banks. Federal reserve notes 
and federal reserve bank notes are 
issued under the authority vested 
with the federal reserve board. The 


government issues other paper money 
—yellow-backed gold certificates, 
greenbacks, silver certificates, 

There are important differences in 
the way in which these different kinds 
of paper money are backed up. The 
yellow-backs actually represent de- 
posits of gold in the U. S. treasury. 
The greenbacks are. backed by a spe- 
cie reserve; the federal reserve and 
the nationa] bank notes by .U. SB. 
bonds, the federal reserve bank notes 
by gold and commercial paper. 

But all are obligations of the gov- 
ernment to pay gold on demand and 
all are interchangeable. They rest 
on the people’s trust in the govern- 
ment. For this reason national bank 
hotes are in no way superior to fed- 
eral paper money.
